“HIGH FALUTIN’.” 
Іт is seldom that wo borrow expressions from that 


abundant American vocabulary which is just now in . 


fashion, but the words with which we have headed 
this column are so suggestive of modern oratory that 
we venture for опог toadopt them in reference to tho 
most prominent utterances of the School Board, and 
to no less & personage than the eminent scientific 
authority who seems to have taken that illustrious 
body in hand. 

As far as can be at present discovered, the 
assembly of representatives who meet at tho Guild- 
hall for the purpose of rescuing the children of the 
metropolis from ignorance and neglect is little more 
than а talking parliament. Every member seems to 
be impressed with the idea that something will 
shortly have to be done, and forthwith rises to іп- 
dulge in certain vague generalities as an opportunity 
for airing one or othertheories as to what that some- 
thing should ultimately leadto, but with noimmediate 
proposition for taking active measures with things as 
they are as tho first step to progressive improvement. 
In less time than has elapsed since they first met 
а few unpretentious but earnest gentlemen had 
grappled with difficultics that might well have 
seemed insurmountable in establishing the first 
ragged school in London, and out of that effort there 
grew nn organisation which, limited as it was by the 
private character and voluntary support which dis- 
tinguished it, has been for years doing its beneficent 
work, and has at last developed into something se 
like а national movement that in all their discussions 
the School Board and the promoters of the Educa- 
tion Act have been compelled to refer to it as the 
nucleus of that future effort which was demanded 
for the instruction of the children of the poorer 
classes. 

The terrible religious difficulty which even now 
threatens to divide the board at Guildhall, and 
to weaken, if not to paralyse, the operations of the 
Act, was practically solved at these schools, as any- 
body may know who has visited the large establish- 
ments under the control of the Ragged School 
Union. The difficulty is in fact not a teacher's 
difficulty, not а scholar's difficulty, not a parent’s 
difficulty to any important extent, but has arisen 
in tho minds of the theorists who transfer 
their own doubts and problems to some unknown 
public, to whose credit they are always ready to place 
them. Among the practical resolutions which are to 
be brought before the next meeting, that of Mr. 
William Green exhibits the plainest method of deal- 
ing with the religious question. That gentleman is 
satisfied to refer to the Act itself with respect to reli- 
gious teaching, and to leave the reading of the Scrip- 
tures and such simple religious references as aro 
essential to morals in the hands of the teachers, who 
will be responsible for carrying out the provisions of 
the Act and answerable for any contravention of 
those restrictions which the Act demands, To judgo 
from the tone adopted hy some members of the board, 
and by Professor Huxley in particular, it might be 
inferred that all the present teachers in elementary 
schools, and most of the instructors even in more 
advanced institutions, were miserable pretenders, in- 
capable both of training the children under their 
charge and of suggesting any methods of tuition 
which will be effectual for & mere beginning of tho 
work which has to be done. Amidst all the proposi- 
tions advanced by this amateur assembly there seems 
to be none which inciudes a consultation with the 
hundreds of intelligent, experienced, and hard- 
working men and women who have for years been 
carrying on the work of education in institutions 
which deal with the very class of children for which 
the present measure is designed. Surely, іп а scheme 
for enlarging the work from voluntary or partially 
assisted effort to a great national scheme, the opinions 
and practical knowledge of the educators themselves 
might be regarded as having some weight; and 
yet, week after weck, we find the School-Board 
Parliament wasting precious time in vague 
speculations as to means and methods, many 
of which seem to suggest a tone of contempt for the 
very profession on which the success of the measure 
itself must mainly depend. The schoolmaster is not 
only persistently kept outside the school board, but 
his ability is called in question, his function misunder- 
stood, his honesty suspected ; and, to listen to some of 
the talk which has amused London during the weeks 
that have passed without action, one might imagine 
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| that the board itself was to bo consolidated into а 


kind of college, the first work of which is to be not 
to provide at once for the instruction of the present 
generation of ignorant childrer, but to establish some 
new scientific methods of producing new race of 
teachers, so that in about twenty years or so the 


“abominable rubbish" of **astronomy and the use 


of the globes"' should be no longer heard amongst 
men, and the shape of the globe should be of no im- 
portance whatever to a community which recognised 
the necessity of teaching infants ‘the relation of 
man tothe universe” by а process which **begins 
inthestreeta," Now what does all thistall talkamount 
to? What is the real ‘“‘scheme”’ which is to be 
adopted when this frothy chaos has seethed down? 
Tho question will have to be answered by reference 
to а score of good schools where the methods of 
teaching are now just of that simple elementary kind 
which, beginning with familiar natural objects, leads 
the young mind to habits of contemplation and re- 
flection; schools which, beginning with common 
things, goes on to certificates in science and art 
classes and that sort of moral training which is in- 
cluded in reverence, order, and mutual respect, as 
well as the higher teaching founded on simple reli- 
gious truths altogether apart from so-called doctrine 
or denominationalism, It would be time well spent 
if the *'schemo"  committee—or, what would 
be better, if the entire board (which should 
resolve itself into such a committee, if one be 
needed)—would spend the next three weeks in 
visiting some existing schools, whose credentials 
could easily be obtained, as attesting the efficacy and 
value of the work they have achieved among the 
children of the poorer classes. All that would then 
be necessary would be a few adaptations to the dif- 
ferent circumstances of the parents in certain 
localities, or to the conditions which will have to be 
considered under the compulsory clauses of the Act. 
At present there is nothing before the country in 
return for the expense of the elections. The prison 
authorities, the workhouses, and the streets are pro- 
secuting their schemes vigorously enough, and their 
academies seem likely to require extension; while 
honourable gentlemen air their pet systems and 
repeat noble platitudes acquired at the hustings. 


‘MUSIC AND THE DRAMA, 


There are signs that a chango is likely to come over 
the drama iu respect to burlesque; and a good many 
sober, sensible people, who would like to visit the 
theatre but are deterred from the attempt because of 
their inability to appreciate the performance, will be 
glad of the promised alteration. About a year ago 
we pointed to the fact that the success of the music- 
halls had gone far to ruin the theatres—not pecu- 
niarily, but in the matter of taste and even of pro- 
priety, and the theatres are likely to discover their 
error.  Becauso two or three large and gaudily- 
decorated resorts, where men sat and smoked and 
women lounged and leered, were making great 
profits out of exhibitions which at last culminated іп 
actual indecency, theatrical managers adopted the 
suicidal expedient of imitating them as far as they 
dare; and in some cases were so successful that, had 
it not been for the absence of facilities for drinking 
and smoking, the frequenters of the halls would have 
transferred their allegiance, 

Even at the best, most of the theatres ёжины 
for their attractions on performances which, having 
reached a certain depth of dreary, imbecile funni- 
ment, made up, for every other lack, by breakdown 
dances, slang songs—sung in a high-pitched brassy 
style—bewildering exhibitions of interminable legs,

There is now some hope of a reaction, which is, 
perhaps, partly to be attributed to the fact that 
certain music-hall performances have gone beyond 
that extreme line at which the Lord Chamberlain 
interferes at theatres, and the police aro shocked 
after à too-conspicuous forbearance at other places 
of amusement. Much of the promised improvement 
may be referred to another cause, however. The 
burlesque drama, with its coarse pulling and hauling, 
its heavy attempts at wit, its hopelessly-obscure 
punning, and its clumsy incompetency, has sunk so 
low that even the most depraved taste can suggest 
little to degrado it; while after the conclusion of 
each new performance graye men look at each other, 
and indulge in a speechless raising of the eyebrows 
and an ominous grin as they go away to write 
their notices for the daily papers.

would be one means of making the present military 
system of this country effective. Tobcasat home in 
England as the Uhlans are in France, our lancers 
should be accustomed to scour the country; and if 
the Line and the reserve forces could co-operate in 
attacks as useful as the voluntecr night attack which 
took place near Faversham some seven years ago, 
and which we depict with other military scenes, Mr. 
Cardwell's scheme (if it is to be adopted) would, at 
least, work well, as far asit goes. Asa step in the 
right direction, we are glad to hear that it is in- 
tended during the present year to introduce the 
Prussian system of sham campaigns into the British 
army in order to instruct both ofücers and men 
in the work which they might expect in actual 
warfare. Sir Charles Staveley and other officers 
who have witnessed the mode in which the Prussians 
conduct these operations in time of peace have com- 
municated their experience to the Army in general, 
and the authorities at the War Office are strongly 
impressed with the desirability of adopting a similar 
plan. The idea is to divide the force available, and 
this will embrace as many men as can be got together 
at one place, into two armies, under separate com- 
mand; and, after furnishing each officer with a 
rough plan of the intended operations, and a map of 
the country over which it is proposed to operate, to 
let them work out the details according to their indi- 
vidual judgment, umpires being appointed to criti- 
cise every movement, and prevent the absurd situ- 
ations which occasionally occur in sham fights at 
Woolwich and Aldershott. 


THE BALLOT.

ENGLAND'S “ PRIDE OF LIFE." 


A ROMAN CATHOLIC REBUKE, 

On Sunday the usual Lenten Pastoral Letter of, 
Archbishop Manning was read in all the Roman 
Catholic churches and chapels in the ‘‘ diocese of 
Westminster." The Archbishop, after alluding to 
the unhappy war on the Continent, and our own 
merciful exemption from its horrors, denounced ‘the 
pride of life” as 

THE NATIONAL SIN OF ENGLAND, 
and censured ‘ ‘our insular security, our traditional 
success, and our exceptional prosperity," as too apt 
to ** delude us into a belief that they are destined to 
last for ever." Passing on from this **general in- 
dictment against ourselves'' to particulars, he com- 
mented with severity on our selfish and ever-increasing 
luxury, “spreading downwardsfrom the higher to the 
middle classes, end penetrating over the whole do- 
mestic life." Но alluded more especially to the sin 
of drunkenness, and also to “ {ће general. tendency 
to excess in wine, even where that exccss, owing to 
the restraints of socicty, does not pass into actual 
drunkenness.” The Archbishop next rebuked that 
spirit of ambition, pride, arrogance, self-worship, 
and “савбс” (which is so productive of malice, envy, 
and hatred), and the ‘‘costliness and extravagance 
of dress, which is so conspicuous in English women" 
(while that of men is simple in comparison), and 
which seems to bo * growing in exaggeration year by 
усаг,’ and is foreign to а spirit of meekness and 
modesty. Having strongly urged upon the heads of 
ali Catholic families the necessity of maintaining a 
practice of having morning and evening prayer in 
their housebolds and of saying grace before and after 
their meals, he urged on the ** faithful" the duty of 
“maintaining the beautiful and noble traditions of 
Comestic piety which they had inherited from their 
forefathers.’

THE SMALLPOX EPIDEMIC. 


PREVALENCE OF THE DISEASE.—At the meeting 
of the Metropolitan Asylums Board, on Saturday, it 
was stated in the report of the Hampstead Hospi 
Committee that during the past fortnight two of the 
new blocks had been opened for the reception of 
smallpox patients. Тһе number of applications for 
admission did not diminish, and the mortality kept 
at the same ratio as before, the deaths during the 
fortnight numbering thirty-six. There was still а 
difference of 34 per cent in favour of vaccination when 
а fatalresul$ ensued. 

А DzrvTATION from the Metropolitan Asylums 
Board, on Monday, waited upon Mr. Goschen and 
stated that by March 6 they hoped to have accommo- 
dation for 1200 ee patients. On being asked 
whether he thought this suflicient, the President of 
the Poor-Law Board replied that still further accom- 
modation was necessary. It was of the highest 
importance that there should be no delay in isolating 
the sufferers from this terrible disease, 


LONDON SENSATIONS. 

Two AccrpENTS, by which five lives were lost, 
have occurred in the East of London. At Truman 
and Hanbury's brewery, Spitalfields, on Friday, а 
scaffolding on which a number of men were working 
gave way, and two others who were beneath were 
instantaneously killed. Оп Saturday workmen were 
engaged in the construction of a sewer, near St. 
Paul’s Church, Robert-strect, Bow-common. The 
excavation being about 3046, deep, and the sides 
being ineuficiently secured by struts, а mass of earth 
fell in, and three men were suffocated. It is obvious 
that in both cases a little careful precaution might 
have prevented this sad loss of life. 

A DanixG Escare from prison, which rivals some 
of the old-fashioned Jack Sheppard stories, was suc- 
cessfully achieved from the Pentonvillo Model Prison 
on Sunday night. A housebreaker named Joseph 
Surrey, on receiving his supper, contrived to prevent

substitutes will be permitted, City gentlemen must 
not be surprised if called upon to don the cuirass and 
jackboots, and take their turn at the Horse Guards 
to the delight of nursery-maids, gamins, and loafers 
of all ranks and descriptions. 

The abolition of the purchase system, another point 
insisted upon by enthusiastic reformers, though in 
the main а good measure, and no doubt conducive to 
the welfare of the Army in genera], would be attended 
here and there with some trifling inconveniences. As 
every man, without distinction of rank or fortune, 
would be compelled to serve the Queen, just fancy 
the horror of Corporal Lord Hubert de Montmorency 
on meeting Ais own footman dressed in а Capt^in's 
uniform! Surely, if the noble scion of aristocracy 
did not faint on the spot, it would be simply because 
discipline forbids such exhibitions, save at а march 
out or grand review. 

The little folks, so apt to catch every flying epi- 
demic, will, to a certainty, be seized with the war 
fever. Thus, whether carried by ’Ma or Nurse, or 
toddling on their own ten toes, they will be children 
in arms. All their toys are sure to belong to the 
military order, and their sports and pastimes the 
same. We may expect the nursery to resound at all | 
hours of the day with the braying of toy trumpeis, 
the beating of tiny drums, the tramping of little feet 
in marching order, and, through tbe din, martial 
words of command delivered by liliputian officers in 
а miniature copy of the stentorian drill-sergeant, во 
terrible to young recruita. 

Quakers, too, have good reason to shake in their 
square-toed shoes; for it is not beyond the pale of 
possibility that their services may be required to | 
swell the ranks of our national forces. 

The ladies, always forward in every good or great | 
work, are not libely to remain long in inglorious | 
obseurity when there are laurel-wreaths to be won. | 
The scalpel and saw of the medical man, what аге | 
they compared with the sword and bayonet? The | 
Amazonian initiative having been taken by the ladies, 
not only of Paris (to which British ladies have |

THE FRENCH NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. 

| Everyruine bids fair for peace. The National 
Assemoiy, by an almost nnanimous vote, has elected 
! for its president M. Grevy, one of the representatives 
for the Bouches-da-Rhone, а man of great intelli- 
gence, of moderate views, and at the same time of 
| undoubted attachment to Republican principles. 
The Assembly has а!50 appointed M. Thiers to be the 
Chief of the executive power of the French Re- 
public, with the right of nominating his Ministers, 
and the veteran statesman has lost no time in accept- 
ing the arduous task. No sooner had the Assembly, 
by fixing upon the Chief of the Executive, designated 
the person through whom Foreign States could put 
themselves in communication with the new Govern- 
ment than Lord Lyons announced to M. Thiers the 
recognition of his Government by Great Britain, and 
this example has been followed by Austria and Italy. 
One great peril has already been surmounted. М, 
Keller, an Alsacian deputy, laid upon the table a 
declaration signed by the deputies of all the depart- 
ments comprised in the districts marked out for 
annexation, protesting the determination of the 
people of Alsace and Lorraine to remain French, and 
besceching the Assembly not to sanction any terms 
of peace which would sever them from their Father- 
land. Тһе test was terribly cruel, and 15 was not 
stood without a strain, though prudence eventually 
triumphed. M. Rochefort urged the adjournment 
of the question, trusting by delay to bring about a 
decision which wouid have been equivalent to a decla- 
ration for war d outrance; but M. Thiers energetically 
insisted upon an immediate vote, and the Assembly 
acquiesced in his bidding. M. Keller’s appeal is 
responded to by expressions of unbounded sympathy, 
and the Alsacian deputation are informed that their 
declaration will be handed over to those who may be 
appointed to conduct the peace negotiations. 


M. THIERS 


assured the National Assembly on Sunday that, in 
selecting his colleagues, he was guided solely by the 
public esteem they enjoyed, and by their character 
und fitness for the duties intrusted to them. Не has 
not undertaken & portfolio himself, but claims ex- 
emption ж poat duty that he may have more 
time to devote to the general affairs of the country. 
His colleagues are MM. Dufaure, Jules Favre, Picard, 
Jules Simon, Lambrecht, Le Flo, Pothaun, and De 
Larcy. M. Thiers explained that the first object of 
the Government, aided by the Assenibly, would be to 
get the enemy out of Fiance, so as to put an end to 
the evils afilicting the country, and then they could 
discuss tbe question as to the future form of govern- 
ment. In order to facilitate the negotiations, the 
Government ое that the Assembly should 
elect a committee of fifteen deputies to proceed to

in the Champ de Mars. There were about 20,000 
men of all arms present, and the Emperor of Russia, 
the King of Prussia, and the Duke of Wellington 
were оп the field. It was rather an inspection than 
& review. 'The Sovereigns rode round, the troops 
standing in close columns, then the Staff took up a 
position, and the troops marched past. 

“Тһе Prussians,” we are told, “ате remarkably 
fine-looking men and extremely neatin their dress— 
the Guards particularly tall and well-sized; the 
Cuirassiers are fine troops, the rest of the cavalry 
rather slovenly, mounted on strong but not very 
active looking horses. The Lancers’’—the now 
dreaded Uhlans—“‘ with their little black and white 
striped flags at the end of their lances, have a very 
singular and pretty effect at a distance." Next we 
are told that the foreign troops all march ** witha 
shorter and more constrained and stiff step than 
ours.” 

The Emperor of Russia had been so struck with 
& tho active, swinging step ” of the British that he 
ordered his troops immediately to adopt it. In two 
days he had а body of them out in the Champ de 
Mars. The result might have been anticipated. The 
men were confused and puzzled between the two 
steps, and could neither march to the old nor the 
new; the whole thing was a failure. The Emperor 
was in a passion, and three colonels of regiments were 
put under close arrest in one of the British guard- 
rooms. “ His aides-de-camp,’’ adds Lord Palmerston, 
* thought themselves lucky that he did not order 
them to dance like Vestris, at twenty-four hours’ 
notice, under pain of a visit to Siberia." 


THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON ON PRUSSIAN AND 
BRITISH SOLDIERS, 

On Sept. 4 Lord Palmerston went again, at eight 
a.m., ‘to a sham fight of the Prussians on the plain 
of Grenelle, about two miles out of Paris." Again 
there were about 20,000 men on the field, and the 
manceuvres represented ‘‘the late attacks of the 
Prussians on Paris," “Тіс troops," we are told, 
«6 manomvred with great quickness and accuracy ;’’ 
and the Duke of Wellington ** was much pleased with 
their manner of deploying from column." In con- 
sequence of а remark made by Lord Palmerston, the 
Duke took the opportunity to praise attacking by lina 
instead of by column, saying that “һе was satisfied 
that this was the reason why we had always beaten 
the French." Only on two occasions in the Penin- 
sula—at Busaco and Albuera—had the French 
* established a column in our position; but in each 
instance they were immediately charged by fresh 
troops and the column destroyed." 

Then, in his desultory way, the Great Duke turned 
to the Јафе campaign. “Не said he had not above 
16,000 or 18,000 British infantry at Waterloo; that 
he started with the worst army that ever was got 
together; but that four or five regiments which had 
been in tho Peninsula soon gave a tone and character 
to the whole army, and the result was known." Аз 
for the other troops, they behaved ‘‘very ill ; е 
Nassaus actually ran аузу, and fired at him when 
he rode up to rally them." Then, as to the relative 
discipline of the Alies, the Prussians started with 
twice as many men as he had, but brought no more 
with them to Paris. Each army on reaching tha 
French‘capital mustered 00,000 men. The Prussian 
discipline was so relaxed that their numbers melted 
away on the march. 

“The system of individual plunder had been the 
ruin of the French army, and would be tho des- 
truction of the Prussians.” When officers were 
allowed to make requisitions for their troops, they 
soon began to make them for themselves. It was

WOLVES ATTACKING А SLEDGE. 
TERRIBLE are tho stories told of the wolves in those 
northern wastes across which the traveller has to make 
his way with horse or reindeer harnessed to а sledge, 
and in fancy hears the dreary howling of the pack 
behind him as the keen wind whistles among the pine- 
trees, or lifts the snow into fantastic wreaths upon 
his white and glittering path. 

Even when the hardy sportsmen go out to meet 
their foe, the pastime is а dangerous one, Tho 
Esquimaux, who makes a big trap, like а mo"setrap, 
with walls aud roof and sliding-panel of slabs of ice, 
and baits it for the wolf, whom he kil's by merely 
kn:cking a hole in the trap and thrusting him through 
with а spear, is necessarily more alert and feels con- 
siderab'y more excitement in

' Where sledges can be used, the guns are carefully 
looked to, everything is made firm, and away goes the 
party, one of them carrying а young porker, who is 
made to squeak such notes ns at once attract the 
howling game, во that they approach the moving 
sledge, and are рі ей off by the men, who are 
ready with their muskets, It isa very awkward affair, 
however, to find a pack so numerous and so fierce 
апа hungry as to disregard the firing of а dozen 
shots, aud come on at full speed to charge the sledge. 
‘Lhen the horse must be lashed to his utmost speed; 
the porker itself is only a вор to stay the wild horde 
Тог а few seconds; and if а volley from al] the guns 
2t once does not check them (though it generally does), 
ihere islittle help for it, except to do as was once 
done by а band of sportsmen whose horse had broken 
away from his chains and left them to face the wolves 
alone. It was the captain to whom the brilliant idea 
occurred of firing a volley to obtain a minute’s 
reprieve; and then, all scrambling under the sledge, 
which they turned bottom upwards, holding it down 
with all their might against the furious attempts of 
their assailants to unearth them, until they were 
released by another party who came to look after them 
and drove the wolves away. 

We might go on to an inordinate length with wolf 
lore, but

will serve to recall to the reader some of those wild 
and terrible narratives which most of us have read 
of attacks by these remorseless marauders upon 
travellers over the snowy wastes, and even the more 
remarkable tales of the wolf-cubs tamed by Hindoos, 
and of children that have been suckled by and grown 
up with wolves, аз Romulus and Remus were fabled to 
have done. It is ill for the traveller who goes un- 
armed and nlone where he may be caught by a pack 
of ambushed enemies aud his deer torn down by their 
fangs as they gnash at and fight each other for a 
share of the prey. ‘There is no help for it then, if he 
happen to have a horse also, but to cnt away the 
traces and ride for his life, leaving the deerto its 
fate; and even tho traveller who passes the spot 
where tho fierce brutes are at their carnival must use 
whip and heel and abandon his sledge for the time 
if he would get off while they are too much engaged 
to give him their attention. 


WHY MAN WILL NEVER FLY. 


“Теў the reader," remarks Mr. Frank Buckland, 
“examine the pectoral or breast muscles of the next 
gullhe kills; he will find them one solid mass of firm 
hard muscle, admirably adapted to sustain and work 
the wings. What models of beauty and lightness 
ате those wings! The bones are composed of the 
hardest possible kind of bone material, arranged in a 
tubularform, combining tlie greatest possible strength 
with the greatest possible lightness. If ме make 
a section of the wing-bone of а gull, or, better still, 
of that of an albatross, we shall find that it is a 
hollow cylinder, like a wheat-straw; but, in order to 
give it still further strength, we see many little 
pillars of bone about the thickness of a needle extend- 
ing across from side to side. These buttress-liko 
pillars are in themselves very strong, and do not break 
easily under the finger. Again, at the top of tho 
bone we find two or three holes, which communicate 
with the interior. Through these, when the bird is 
alive, pass tubes, which are connected with the lungs, 
so that, when the bird starts for a flight, he fills his 
wing and other bones with air, causing them to act 
something like a balloon on each side of him. This 
explains one of the chief reasons why man will never 
be able to fly. His arm-bonesare filled with marrow, 
which he cannot by any means get rid of, should he 
be ever so anxious to fly like a bird."
